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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Independent claims 1 and 4 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance. 

Claim 1 , directed to a color printing apparatus having a pulse-width modulation means 
which performs pulse-width modulation for tone control, and similarly with claim 4, 
directed to a control method of a color printing apparatus having a pulse-width 
modulation means which performs pulse-width modulation for tone control, identify the 
uniquely distinct features of: 

wherein said setting step includes a second pulse-width modulation pattern, 
which has a smaller developer adhesion amount than the first pulse-width 
modulation pattem, when the result obtained in said first determination step is 
that the printinp mode is the CAD mode and in addition the result obtained in 
said second determination step is that the printing data is not to be processed as 
single-color data 

Applicant's claims include elements which are not taught by the prior art nor rendered 
obvious. None of the references previously cited, UETSUKI [US Patent Application 
2002/0118236 Al], SAITOH [US Patent 6,950,207 B1], RODRIGUEZ [US Patent 
Application 2003/0072576 Al], TRASK [US Patent 5,252,995], NISHIKORI [US 
Patent 5,880,751] or HANEDA [US Patent 6,057,866], teach these limitations.
